In connection with the Fugitive Act, we ask 
your attention to the renewed efforts to trans¬ 
port the free people of color to Africa. We 
freely acknowledge not only the right of these 
people, to seek a more favorable home than 
this country affords, but also the right and duty 
ot others to afford them, according to circum¬ 
stances, the aid they may desire for this purpose. 
But the American Colonization Society proffers 
them undcsired aid, and tome colonizationists 


caste and slavery, leaving to their members 
individually the full and entireliberty of advo¬ 
cating and promoting, in such way as they 
may think proper, any other reforms, moral 
or political. We believe every man is bound 
to exercise the elective franchise in the fear of. 
God; but while we shall ever rejoice in the 
election of virtuous rulers, who will do justice 
and love mercy, it. is not the province 'of the 
Society to recommend particular individuals 
for the suffrages of their fellow-citizens. 

It is consoling to us to know that, in the

When Adrian opened his lips and uttered 
the prayer, every word sounded melodiously 
through the halls and in the hearts ofthe hear¬ 
ers; anil when the discourse commenced, it 
rushed forth in a brilliant stream, as if it had 
been arranged at the moment, or were the sug¬ 
gestion of a higher spirit who animated and 
inflamed him. It was transporting, and the 
limpid tears were sa#n to bathe the cheeks of 
the audience. Baler himself was captivated. 
His brother spoke with an assurance and clear¬ 
ness that made the indifferent and lukewarm 
tremble. After reading the text, he showed 
from it, with striking clearness, the contrast be¬ 
tween the love of the world and the love of God ;
